PIP'S APPEAL AFTER 


HARLOW MP Robert Half- 
on has called on Essex 
County Council to take over 
control of the privately-run 
care home at the centre of a 
police investigation. 

Mr Halfon made his plea this 
week after a second resident of 
the Partridge Care Centre died 
almost two weeks after being 
admitted to hospital following a 
suspected insulin overdose. 

The 80-year-old woman was 
one of three residents taken 
to Princess Alexandra Hospi¬ 
tal on August 3. One of them - an 
89-year-old woman from 
Waltham Abbey - died three days 
later while the other, described by 
police as an elderly man, remains 
in a “serious” condition. 

It is understood that detectives 
are investigating the possibility 
that all three may have been given 
insulin overdoses at the home in 
Partridge Road. 

Mr Halfon told the Star: 
“Tragically there has been a sec¬ 
ond death of an elderly resident at 
the Partridge Care Centre. 

“Given this development I am 
now calling for Essex County 
Council to take emergency meas¬ 
ures to take control of the home 
so that no more lives are put at 
risk.” 

A 36-year-old Enfield woman,

believed to be a care worker at 
the facility, has been arrested and 
bailed in connection with the 
investigation, although police 
have so far refused to comment 
on the offences she is alleged to 
have committed. 

Detectives are also looking 
into a number of “historic com¬ 
plaints” regarding the care and 
treatment of residents living at 
the home run by Loughborough- 
based Rushcliffe Care. 

A police spokeswoman said 
this week: “The investigation, 
which is being carried out by a 
team of detectives from the Kent 
and Essex Serious Crime 
Directorate, is focusing on the 
circumstances leading to the 
three residents being taken to 
hospital. 

“Inquiries are now focused on 
the long-term standards of care in 
the home regarding medicines 
given to residents. 

She added: “Detectives are 
also considering the wider care 
and treatment of residents at the 
home as well as a number of his¬ 
toric complaints. Investigators 
have spoken to family members

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Police plan cuts to 
station open hours

THE opening hours of Harlow 
police station could be cut as part 
of a plan to save £2.5m. 

Under proposals announced this week 
by the Chief Constable of Essex Jim 
Barker-McCardle, the opening hours of 
nine “core” stations currently operating 
24 hours a day - including Harlow - will 
be reduced by a third. 

It would mean the police station in 
Crown Gate would be open to the public 
from 8am to midnight. 

Police chiefs have given an assurance 
that offices will still be in use 24 hours a 
day with out-of-hours contact direct to 
the force information room provided 
through a telephone line outside the 
building. 

The force said the move comes after 
consultation with the public indicated 
the demand for front counter services at 
stations was “very low”. 

“The best way in which we can pro¬ 
vide front counter services to the public 


at the same time as providing value for 
money and keeping as many police offi¬ 
cers working in neighbourhood policing 
as possible has been very carefully con¬ 
sidered,” said a police spokesman. 

“We have listened to the views of the 
people of Essex and we will ensure that 
our core stations will remain open dur¬ 
ing the times when they are most used.” 

Chief Inspector Ben Hodder, district 
commander for Harlow, added: “Under 
the new blueprint we are also proposing 


to increase the number of police officers 
in neighbourhood policing teams by 
around 12 per cent. 

“Our neighbourhood policing teams 
will continue to be highly visible and to 
engage directly with the members of the 
communities they serve.” 

But Harlow MP Robert Halfon brand¬ 
ed the decision a “major mistake”. 

“Whilst I understand the reduction of 
hours in smaller police stations, I think it 
is a major mistake not to have 24-hour 


access to the police station in a busy 
town like Harlow, especially at week¬ 
ends,” he said. 

“On the plus side I have been given 
strong assurances that Harlow police 
patrols will continue 24-hours a day and 
that all crime hotlines and police contact 
numbers will stay open 24-hours a day, 
too.” 

Roger Watson, vice-chairman of the 
Essex Police Federation which repre¬ 
sents rank-and-file officers, said: “We’re 
in the middle here because it doesn’t 
affect police officer numbers. 

“However, the Chief Constable has 
got to save £41m and this is one way of 
saving £2.5m so we’ve got to be sup¬ 
portive of him.” 

The plans are part of a wider review 
which aims to roll out a “new policing 
model” throughout Essex to help the 
constabulary achieve their overall target 
saving of £41m by 2014. 

The proposals are subject to consulta¬ 
tion with staff through the public service 
trade union Unison, with a decision 
expected towards the end of November.

and residents at the care centre as part of 
their ongoing inquiries.” 

The 117-bed care centre, which specialises 
in Alzheimer’s care, was awarded only one 
star following an inspection by the Care 
Quality Commission last year. 

The home is now under review by both the 
CQC and Essex County Council, which has 
been providing extra help and support to the 
home as the police investigation continues. 
After refusing to comment for the past two 
weeks, a spokeswoman for Rushcliffe Care 
said on Tuesday: “We are actively working 
with our partner agencies to ensure the 
health and well-being of our resident service 
users at Partridge Care Centre. This is our 
paramount focus.”

CRITICALLY ill patients 
with respiratory disorders 
will now have a greater 
chance of survival after 
Princess Alexandra Hospital 
took delivery of a new life- 
support machine following a 
series of fundraising 
events. 


It was almost two years 
ago when staff from the 
hospital's intensive therapy 
unit first began their 
campaign to raise £47,500 
for the high frequency 
oscillating ventilator. 

Since then they have 
received support from a 
number of local companies, 
organisations, schools and 
individuals as well as the 
hospital's own League of 
Friends. 


Such was the success of 
their efforts that a total of 
£63,878 was raised. 

Senior sister Sarah Jones, 
who led the campaign, said:

A GANG of youths who stole the mobile 
phones of train passengers travelling 
between Liverpool Street and Bishop’s 
Stortford have been sent to a young offend¬ 
ers institution. 

The four teenagers from Harlow, Roydon 
and Waltham Abbey carried out five rob¬ 
beries or attempted robberies over a five- 
week period. Among their victims were a 
solicitor, a travel agent and two students. 

Harley Victor (19), of Fold Croft, Harlow, 
was convicted by a jury at Chelsmford 
Crown Court of two robberies and one 
attempted robbery, charges which he denied. 
He was sentenced to four years. 

Andrew Arthur (18) also of Fold Croft, 
was found guilty of one offence of attempt¬ 
ed robbery and sentenced to 12 months. 

Verold Payne (18), of Temple Mead, 


Roydon, admitted three robberies and two 
attempted robberies and was sentenced to a 
total of four years. Aiden Blackwood (19), 
from Waltham Abbey, admitted one robbery 
and was sentenced to 18 months. 

Passing sentence, Judge Rodger Hayward 
Smith said the gang used the same method 
each time, targeting young men travelling 
alone in empty or nearly empty carriages. 

They would start a conversation with their 
target and then demand they hand over their 
phones as the others would surround the 
victim and intimidate them. 

“A threat was made that a weapon would 
be used or reference would be made to what 
would appear to the victim to be a weapon 
concealed in clothing, although no weapon 
was ever produced or used,” said the judge. 
“However, the victim was not to know that.”

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Public meeting 
over cemetery 
improvements

THE company that has taken over 
responsibility for running Harlow’s 
council-owned cemetery and crema¬ 
torium is to hold a public forum to 
discuss its plans. 

The Westerleigh Group, which was 
awarded a 25-year-lease to operate the 
facilties at Parndon Wood, said it wanted 
to give people the chance to express their 
opinions on its ideas for improvements. 

The company, which pledged to invest 
£3m into a refurbishment of the buildings 
and land when they took over on July 1, 
have so far focused on restoring the 
grounds and have also extended funeral 
service times from 30 to 45 minutes. 

Managing director Richard Evans said 
it was important to consult the public on 
the development plans. 

“There is understandably a lot of inter¬ 
est in how Harlow’s cemetery and crema¬ 
torium is developed and we are keen to 
ensure the public get a chance to express 
their opinions on the key issues affecting

the service, especially at a time when we 
are planning our improvement pro¬ 
gramme,” he said. 

“The first public forum is just the 
beginning and a meeting of local funeral 
directors and ministers is planned around 
the same time to show them our draft 


plans for refurbishing the crematorium. 

Mr Evans added: “We are planning this 
major investment to modernise Parndon 
Wood over the next few years so it is vital 
we get it right to ensure the best possible 
service is provided.” 

Tony Hall, Harlow Council’s portfolio 
holder for environment, said: “This is 
good news for customers and is some¬ 
thing that we have asked for to ensure they 
can regularly feedback on the running of 
the service. 

“Westerleigh have ambitious plans for 
improving the facilities and we think it’s 
important that customers are involved in 
this and are given their opportunity to 
have their say. 

“Since the takeover by Westerleigh we 
have been receiving lots of positive feed¬ 
back from relatives on maintenance of the 
grounds and facilities.” 

Cllr Hall said the authority would be 
represented at the meeting as part of the 
monitoring of how the new arrangements 
are going. 

The public forum will take place in the 
chapel at Parndon Wood on Tuesday, 
September 13, starting at 5pm.

A WOMAN was attacked 
with a screwdriver by a 
thief who stole her 
handbag. 

The incident took place 
at 3.10pm last 
Wednesday as the victim 
was walking along the 
cycle track from 
Partridge Road leading to 
Bush Fair. 

She was approached by a 
man on a bike. He asked 
her for directions to Bush 
Fair and then demanded 
she hand over her bag, 
assaulting her with a 
screwdriver causing 
minor injuries.

but I'm still 
out of work

A FORMER IT professional who has 
failed to find work despite applying 
for more than 5,000 jobs has 
launched an online petition to 
highlight discrimination again¬ 
st older jobseekers. 

Kevin Forbes, of Bentley Drive, 

Harlow, lost his position with a large 
banking firm in the City in 2005 
after 33 years of service. 

He has since applied for 5,172 
jobs but is still no closer to finding 
employment. 

The 57-year-old, who began his 
fairness for all ages in employment 
campaign almost two years ago, said 
he hopes his petition on the Govern¬ 
ment’s e-petition website will further 
highlight the problems being faced 
by the over 50s. 

If it attracts 100,000 supporters it 
will be considered for debate by 
MPs. 

“Although my main campaign is 
to increase awareness about age dis¬ 
crimination against older people try¬ 
ing to find work, my aim with the 
petition is to initiate a debate about 
the necessary reforms needed for all 
age groups,” said Mr Forbes. 

“Significantly it is about longevi¬ 
ty in employment. Whether you are 
about to start your career or are half 
way through it, there needs to be sta¬ 
bility and a clear understanding of 
what to expect and what is expected 
of you.” 

Mr Forbes, who has been working 
with government agencies as well as 
other independent organisations to 
promote the issue, said he believed 
age discrimination laws in the UK 
had little effect. 

“I never planned to be unem¬ 
ployed from the age of 51,” he said. 

“I was a senior worker who had 
years of experience and knowledge 
behind me and yet six years after 
being made redundant I am still 
unemployed and know a lot of peo¬ 
ple in a similar situation. 

“A lot of experienced workers are 
being pushed out of the system 
which is not only unfair but will also 
ultimately have a serious impact on 
the whole economy. For everyone’s 
sake it is high time that some bal¬ 
ance was brought back into the 
realm of employment.” 

Mr Forbes, who also recently sub¬ 
mitted a similar petition to the 



European Parliament, said it was 
important that as many people as 
possible support the campaign. 

“I would urge anyone who has 
been discriminated against because 
of their age, or who knows someone 
who has been affected, to sign the 
petition,” he added.

“Some have overcome tremendous 
personal difficulties and challenges to 
achieve their result and their achievements 
are all the more spectacular in light of 
this.”

Mr Secretan, who now lives in Brantham, 
Manningtree, said he moved to the house in 


Vicarage Wood around 1950 with his 
family when he was about 25 years old. 

“I have some very good memories of 
Harlow,” he said. “I was working as a 
senior lecturer in engineering at 
Loughton College at the time when I did 
my masters in metallurgical quality 
control. They used to let me have release 
to do the degree. 

“I remember it being really hard work, 
juggling the degree around my job and 
family life. So it was a great achievement 
when I finally finished, one very personal 
to my family.” 

Retiring from the teaching profession at the 
age of age 60 in 1985, Mr Secretan says he 
has been enjoying a slower pace of life ever 
since. 


“I really treasure having these certificates 
returned to me and sincerely thank Ms 
McAlpine for not just throwing them away 
when she found them,” he added. “It really 
is wonderful and was quite an emotional 
reunion for me.”

The true meaning of a 
sparrow's tweets Pf* 


MANY of us wake up every day to 
the sound of birdsong, but have 
you ever wondered what our 
feathered friends are tweeting 
about? 

A fascinating new study commissioned by a 
Canadian university has discovered that chirping 
sparrows are actually trading insults. 

Researchers claim that what sounds like 
harmonious song is actually the attempts of male 
birds to sound tough. 

And, like humans, most of the boasting and 
trading of insults is done to impress the girls! 
"Song sharing among sparrows is actually an 
aggressive behaviour, just like flinging insults 
back and forth," lead researcher Janet Lapierre 
from the University of Western Ontario in Canada 
told reporters. 


“The birds sing as aggressively and loudly as 
possible,” she added. 

Although sparrows have a large repertoire of 
songs, males will belt out an easily 
recognisable selection of ‘greatest hits’ when 
looking for a mate. 

According to the study, sparrows living in areas 
with a high population of males are likely to 
perform a more aggressive but smaller selection 
of songs. 

Those living in less competitive areas, 
however, are more likely to sing their 
own songs rather than trying to 
compete with other males by 
chirping the same tunes as 
them. 

The research has now been 
published in a scientific journal.

1996 was a mixed bag for the 
music industry. Take That 
broke millions of ickle girls’ 
hearts by announcing they 
were to split but any hopes 
this would signal the 
beginning of the end for pre¬ 
fab powder-pop were 
immediately quashed by the 
meteoric rise of The Spice 
Girls. 

But for grizzled Britpop survivors, 
’96 will be fondly remembered as 
the year The Bluetones scored 
their biggest hit with the 
anthemic Slight Return , which 
was only kept off the top of the 
charts by oddball one-hit- 
wonders Babylon Zoo. 

It was to be the west London 
band’s only top 10 single, but it is 
a song that has stood the test of 
time - a masterful blast of Stone 
Roses-esque jingle-jangle psych- 
pop that still sends shivers down 
the spine. 

The four-piece’s debut album, 
Expecting To Fly, went straight in 
at number one in February of the 
same year but since then the 


Tones have struggled to repeat 
their early success despite 
releasing a further five albums. 
Fast forward 15 years to today 
and the band have decided to call 
it a day - but not before they 
drop into The Square one last 
time tomorrow (Friday) as part of 
their farewell tour. 

The band first played the Fourth 
Avenue venue on the same bill as 
the mighty Supergrass back in 
1994 and frontman Mark Morriss 
has recently returned to perform 
two solo shows. 

His fondness for The Square has 
led to this rare - and final - 
opportunity to catch the full band 
in action. They will be playing a 
career-spanning set of their 
greatest hits (and a few rarities) 
as a thank-you to their loyal fans.

There's nowhere to run 
if Death comes calling 



FINAL DESTINATION 5 (3D & 2D) 
certificate 15,1h32m 

EVEN if you’ve only seen one of 
the previous four Final 
Destination films, you’ll already 
know one thing - you can’t cheat 
Death. 

The fifth film in the spectacularly gory 
franchise doesn’t stray from that 
formula, introducing another batch of 
characters whose time has come. 

First up is affable Sam (Nicholas 
D’Agosto) who dreams of becoming a 
chef while working in the office of a 
paper manufacturer. He’s been tasked 
with organising a staff away day for 
his colleagues, including on-off 
girlfriend Molly (Emma Bell), best 
friends Peter (Miles Fisher) and 
Nathan (Arlen Escarpeta), sleazy Isaac 


(P J Byrne) and Olivia (Jacqueline 
Maclnnes Wood). 

All is well until the bus they’re 
travelling on gets stuck in traffic on a 
suspension bridge. As we’ve come to 
expect from Final Destination films, 
the hero of the piece has a 
premonition about impending doom 
and almost as soon as Sam ushers his 
nearest and dearest on the coach, the 
group and hundreds of other 
commuters are trapped in the middle 
of an unholy bridge collapse. 

In his vision Sam does his best to get 
his friends to safety but with little 
success, only Emma making it to solid 
ground. In the space of a few 
minutes, he and his closest friends are 
wiped out in some of the most 
graphic death scenes you’ll see this 
year. 

As the daydream comes to an end, 


Sam realises what he saw in his 
mind's eye and hurries his friends off 
the bus. Sceptical at first, they soon 
start following when cracks appear in 
the road and all make it to safety. 

And there we have it, Death has been 
cheated once again. And Death 
doesn’t like that. 

Very quickly Sam and his friends are 
under threat and over the next hour or 
so the viewer is treated to some truly 
memorable gore. It won’t be for 
everyone, granted, but it’s hard not to 
be impressed by the new ways in 
which the characters are sent on their 
way. 

As with the other four Final 
Destination films, the real beauty is in 
the set up. Before their death, each of 
the characters is placed in an 
environment packed full of hazards 
and potentially lethal obstacles, 


leading the audience to imagine what 
gruesome event might happen, only 
for the actual incident to be 
something you’d never have thought 
of. It’s a clever trick. 

The second of the five films to shot in 
3D, the extra dimension is no mere 
afterthought and does add something 
to the horrific action scenes, while the 
final scene’s nod to the first film of the 
series is a clever twist. 

Ultimately, Final Destination 5 is a 
badly acted, terribly scripted film, 
inhabited by unlikeable, forgettable 
characters. To say that, however, is to 
miss the point. 

Approached for what it is - a series of 
over-the-top, laughter-inducing, 
gruesome death scenes pieced 
together by an implausible plot - and 
this might just be the best Final 
Destination yet.

“Decking was huge several 
years ago but when the 
economic climate changed 
demand slowed” said Andrew. 
“Now people are installing 
decking but with good quality 
hardwood. If they’re going to 
spend money they want to know 
it will last.” 

Installed properly, decking could 
add value to your home. We 
might not be having the summer 
weather we’d dreamed of, but 
put an extra sweater on and get 
out there and enjoy outdoor 
living while you can!

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New wave of Beetle-mania

V OLKSWAGEN is 
pitching its new 
Beetle as a car for the 
21st century. In common 
with so many fashionable 
items from the past, it 
would be appropriate to 
view this as a reboot of the 
classic automotive icon. 

Of course. Volkswagen has 
been here before. 1998 saw the 
release of the then all-new 
Beetle which was an attempt at 
faithfully reproducing the 
earnest, everyday attributes of 
its groundbreaking 
predecessor. 

The Beetle is the cornerstone 
of the Volkswagen family, and 
is largely why the German 
firm is persisting with a 
modern day version. And it 
appears to have learnt 
something from the success of 
the competition. 

As such, this ‘new’ Beetle is 
being promoted with a sportier 
edge and a greater emphasis 
on lifestyle and pop culture. 
The car itself is little bigger 
than the 1998 car - it’s a 
fraction longer and wider - 
while it’s not as tall but more 
streamlined in profile thanks 
to a longer bonnet and steeper 
inclined windscreen. 

Carrying capacity is up, with 
occupants fore and aft

benefiting from more room, 
while boot space has increased. 
Three petrol and one diesel 
unit will power UK cars. At 
launch, the choice will be 
between a 1.2 TSI 105 
horsepower unit connected to a 
seven-speed DSG gearbox plus 
a 1.4 TSI, 160 horsepower lump 
and six-speed manual gearbox. 
Later in 2012 will come the 
choice of a manual version of 
that 1.2 petrol motor, a 1.6-litre 
TDI diesel and a range-topping 
2.0-litre TSI petrol unit packing 
200 horsepower. 

To reinforce the Beetle’s new¬ 
found sporty character, both 
the 2.0-litre car and the 1.4 
variant feature Volkswagen’s 
trick XDS differential to boost 
grip and stability at speed. 

The previous car’s bud vase 
might have disappeared but 


this Beetle’s cabin remains 
sufficiently different from 
anything else Volkswagen 
makes to earn it its stripes. 
The cabin itself is roomy 
enough up front, with just 
enough space in the back for 
adults if the journey isn’t too 
long. The sloping roof is the 
reason for this, although 
children won’t feel cramped, 
making the Beetle an 
interesting family car 
alternative. 

As with all modern 
Volkswagens, the Beetle isn’t 
short of toys or safety kit. The 
company has decided to pitch 
the car higher this time round 
and sat-nav, climate control, 
premium audio, leather and a 
panoramic glass roof all 
appear on the options list. 

The list of standard kit is 


good, too, with the likes of air- 
con, DAB radio, alloy wheels, 
Bluetooth and parking sensors 
spread across the three trim 
levels. 

Most seasoned observers will 
bristle at the use of the word 
‘sporty’ in the context of 
something distinctly un¬ 
sporting, and while 
Volkswagen is keen to promote 
the Beetle as such it’s fair to 
say it’s a more willing 
participant than its older 
cousin. 

Urban motoring duties do 
much to highlight the car’s 
agility and willingness to 
change direction. It’s not a 
small car, yet this never proves 
a handicap around town and 
the slightly raised seating 
position helps boost forward 
visibility. 


Away from the city the Beetle 
acquits itself well to demands 
of faster roads and more 
challenging corners. You’re 
never going to be pushing this 
as hard as you would a 
Scirocco, but it’s good to know 
that a brisk pace can be an 
entertaining one. 

Tested in flagship 200bhp, 2.0- 
litre turbo petrol guise 
complete with six-speed DSG 
gearbox, the speed is easily 
controllable and you never feel 
that the engine overshadows 
the car’s abilities. 
Furthermore, if the 
performance of the less 
powerful engines in other VW 
products is anything to go by, 
units such as the 1.2 TSI and 
1.6 TDI won’t disgrace the 
Beetle either. 

Judging from the promotional 
material generated to support 
this new Beetle and the 
positive attitude of 
Volkswagen’s executives, it’s 
clear that they now have a 
better understanding of the 
car and how it can fit into the 
lives of prospective owners. 
First hand experience proves 
that it’s a more engaging and 
rewarding experience than 
before and a genuine head- 
turner, while the various 
styling cues offer a more 
clearly defined link with the 
car that started it all off. 

Could this be history repeating 
itself? Only time will tell.

Perkins quit last week to try and play at 
a higher level.

Boss unhappy as

DANNY Chapman was 
not happy despite seeing 
his side edge a narrow vic¬ 
tory in their opening 
Ryman League match of 
the season against 
Romford.

LUKE Heskett’s Harlow side 
will be looking to go one step 
further and clinch the 
Shepherd Neame Essex 
League division two title by 
beating Southend-on-Sea at 
home this Saturday.

Osagie into right gear for World Champs 


ANDREW Osagie has compared 
his accelerating athletics career to 
that of a long car journey as he 
prepares to make his maiden 
senior outdoor World 
Championships appearance in 
Daegu, South Korea. 

Having taken up athletics 
relatively late, aged 15, the 
Harlow-based 800m ace has made 
significant strides since making 
his international debut for Great 
Britain at the European Under-23 
Championships in 2009. 

On that occasion in Lithuania the 
23-year-old failed to make it out 
of the heats, but he didn’t have to 
wait long to make his first senior 
appearance in British colours at 
the 2010 World Indoor 
Championships. 

Osagie, of Northbrooks, reached 
the semi-finals in Qatar back 
then, a performance he repeated 
at the Commonwealth Games in 
India later in the year before his 
first major final appearance at 
March’s European Indoor 


Championships in Paris. 

Despite finishing an agonising 
fourth, the Harlow Athletic Club 
member showed he is making 
progress and to prove it he ended 
Michael Rimmer’s five-year reign 
as national champion last month 
to book a trip to Daegu. The 
World Championships start this 
Saturday. 

Only the outdoor European 
Championships and Olympic 
Games are left on Osagie’s major 
international to-do list - however, 
he admits he is in no rush to 
complete the set. “I’m ticking the 
boxes off now in terms of major 
championships,” said Osagie. “It’s 
kind of like when you’re on a long 
car journey and you’ve got the 
tick sheet about whether you’ve 
seen a cow or a tractor. 

“It feels good and my coach 
[Craig Winrow] thinks I can go 
quite far and I think all I can be 
is confident, although I don’t 
want to set any targets or times in 
terms of championships.

“I just want to get into that 
bracket where I can look at my 
profile and it says ‘that’s a world 
class athlete’. That to me is where 
I want to be and to be competing 
with the best in the world. 

“I have done the World and 
European indoors, as well as the 
Commonwealth Games, and I 
made my first senior final at the 
European indoors this year which 
was great. 

“Just making the teams now with 
current World Champions and 
with people who are going for 
World medals is the goal, the aim 
and everything for me at the 
moment.” 

Osagie has been fine-tuning his 
preparations for Daegu at a 
warm-weather training camp in 
Ulsan in Korea - funded by Aviva
